The  blooms,  which  are  of  good  size,  are  a  rich,  pure  yellow 
without  throat  lines.  The  petals  are  of  good  substance,  nicely  ruf¬ 
fled  and  very  resistant  to  heat.  It  is  extra  early  and  the  spike, 
always  straight,  is  slender,  graceful  and  easy  to  handle.  Quite 
sure  to  be  a  leader  for  the  cut  flower  trade. 

Its  early  free  blooming  quality  has  been  further  proven  the 
past  season;  from  bulbs  and  bulblets,  open  ground  May  planting  (no 
irrigation),  we  had  large  spikes  of  bloom  before  the  middle  of  July 
and  blooms  from  bjJblevp  a  little  later  in  the  same  month  and  fol¬ 
lowing  throughout  the  season.

Buddy  Worden  (  Prim. ) 

Color,  Indian  red,  same  as  the  deeper  shades  of  the  Aaron  Ward 
rose.  A  very  free  bloomer  and  early  as  it  comes  into  bloom  almost 
as  early  as  Gold  Eagle.  Blooms  for  a  long  period  and  is  a  favorite 
for  florists’  use.

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Brief  Descriptions  and  Test  Prices  of  our  new  1927-28 
/  Introductions. 

Wedgwood  (New) 

Dark  rich  violet  purple,  buds  nearly  black,  of  a  satiny  lustre. 
Upper  petals  lighter  at  throat.  Tall  slender  spike  with  several 
good  size  blooms  open  at  one  time.  Much  superior  to  Earon  Eulot. 

Milady  I mo gene  -  The  Florists'  White.  (New) 

Witii  the  exception  of  tiny  dots  at  base  of  petals  and  lavender 
anthers,  this  is  a  very  clear  pure  white.  Its  blooms,  which  meas¬ 
ure  not  over  four  inches  in  diameter,  are  daintily  frilled  and  well 
placed  on  a  slender,  very  pliable  spike.  Especially  adapted  for 
florists'  use. 

Tip- Gran  (New) 

Large  wide  open  blooms  of  a  clear  apricot  orange.  A  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Alice  Tiplady  but  much  larger,  and  not  a  primulinus. 

Has  a  fine  open  Gandavensis  form. 

Marian  Koch  (New) 

A  strikingly  artistic  variety,  its  petals  being  rolled  with 
tips  twisted  to  sharp  points.  Color  deep  pink  at  tips  shading  to 
almost  white  at  center  and  creamy  blotch  on  lower  petals.  Larg¬ 
est  blooms  five  inches  from  tip  to  tip.  Strong  substance  with 
many  open  at  one  time*  Spike  straight  and  graceful. 

Bridal  Veil  (New) 

Open  buds  show  tints  of  green  fading  to  pure  white  as  the  bloom 
opens.  Large,  heavily  ruffled,  well  placed  on  straight  spike. 

Good  height,  strong  growth.
